“Dick,” as he is familiarly 
known, lived in Redeliff for some 18 
months and with other. pals kept 
bachelors quarters on Seeond street, 
When war broke out he went to Re- 
gina, Sask., and enlisted, leaving Can- 
ada early in January with the First 
Contingent,: He fought in ~ the 
trenches for several months in Fland- 
ers and. took part in the fierce fight- 
ing at the battle of St. Julean where 


the Canadians won such distinction. 


It was in this battle he was wounded, 
a rifle bullet striking him in the left 


shoulder inflicting a nasty. wound and 


badly sshattering the bone. He was 
in a hospital in France for five weeks 
and was then invalided home to Can- 
ada. He is now rapidly recovering 
and says he is going back again just 
as soon a& the doctors will allow him 
to, He thinks this will be possible in 
about two weeks.

Julean there were between eight and 
and ten thousand Canadian killed and 
wounded, They were up against the 
deadly German gas but. they stood 
their ground and those who survived:

C. P. R. FIRE GUARDS 
Owing to the great possibility 
of prairie fires this year, because 
of the abundant growth on the 
prairies and, increased» acerage 
of stubble, our governments, 
conservation commission and 
town and city councils have been 
strongly advising that every 
precaution be taken by plowing 
fire guards. In view of this it is 
rather surprising that a corpora- 
tion like the C. P. R. which has 
always appeared to be so much 


Jinterested in the west, should be 
so careless in this regard, Al-|. 


though. there are thousands of 
acres of stubble and stooks along 
the c. P, R. through this district 
the company has not as yet 
plowed a fire guard on the south 
side of their right of way. To 
make matters worse there is no 
place in the country where there 


than along. the old fire guard, 
thus furnishing excellent fuel 


‘\for starting a fire by. sparks 


from passing engines. ‘ There 
is not much use in the ©. P. R. 
trying to educate farmers of the 
west along this very important 


setting such an example, 

This question of fire guards 
brings us back again to the old 
question of weeds. As we said 
before there is possibly no place 
in the country where weeds are 
to be found in such abundance

It is needless to expect a flock’ to 
lay equally well ‘at alf times. A 
flock that has laid heavily during the 
winter will generally slow up towards 
the middle of the summer and when 
they begin to ‘moult, but when the 
egg yield drops rapidly, until «it prae- 
tically ceases without ahy ‘apparent 
reason, suspect vermin. 

Of all the many variteies of ver- 
min’ that infest fowl the Red Mite is 
the most troublesome. Unlike the 
ordinary hen louse they are not as a 
rule found on the fowl, neither are 
they killed by dusting, as the ordinary 
body louse is. These pests breed 
very rapidly, especially during the 
hot weather, usually in cracks con- 
taining filth or in divty nesting mater- 
ial, 

If the fowl are not doing well and 
on examination are thinner than they- 
shoulll be, a sharp lookout should be 
kept for mites. At night they may 
 be_seen either on the fowl or runving 
along the perches; in the day time 
examine the cracks and crebices of 
the roosts and walls closely, or lift 
the roosts and examine the places 
where they come in con'act with the 

supports. If mites are found to be 
»resent the first step in «banishing 
them is to give.tae house a thorough 
cleaning. Remove all droppings and 
old nesting material, scrape and 
sweep out every particle of dirt and 
burn it. Then if you are so fortunat 
ly situated that you have water pres- 
sure at your command, turn on the 
hose with as much pressure as you can 
get, forcing the water into every 
crack; if, as is the case on most 
farms you cannot use this method, it 
is advisable to scrub down the walls 
with a brush or old broom but in an) 
ease they should be thoroughly spray- 
ed or painted with a good strong dis- 
infectant. This wash should be re- 
peated in a few days, to destroy the 
mites which hatch after the first ap- 

- plication. The. disinfectant may “be 
applied with a hand spray pump or 
if. such is not available, a brush will) 
do, but in either ease the fluid should 
be used Jiberallly and every crack 
flooded. 

Fresh air and sunlight: are wonder- 
ful disinfectants and combined with 
clennliness are preventives against 
most of the ills of the poultry yard, 

One of the very best disinfectants 
eo use against mites is made as fol- 
lows: * 

Dissolve one pound. and a half eon- 
centrated lye in as small a quantity 
of water as possible. It will be nec- 
essary to do this two or three hours 
before it is required as the lye should 
be co'd when used. Put three quarts 
of -raw linseed oil into a five gallon 
stone crock, and pour in the lye very 
slowly, stirring meanwhile. Keep on 
stirring until a smooth liquod soay is 
produced, then gradually add two gal- 
lons of either crude carbolic acid or 

_ commercial cresol, stirring constantly 
until the resulting fluid is a clear dark 
brown. Use two or three tablespoons- 
fuls of the misture to a gallon of 
water.

of Free Trade 


Thomas ©. Marvin, Secretary ot 
the Home Varket Club of Boston had 
an interesting article in a Boston paper 
a few days ago in which he predicts 
& protective polley for Great Britain 
after the war, Few of our readers 
Whl endorse Mr, Marvin's Views but 
‘we give therh as an indication of pro. 
tectionist thought in United States. 

“Mention has been miade,” says Mr. 
Marvin, “of the probability of a change 
in the British fiscal system as a re 
sult of the war. The tariff reform 
movement in England will be greatly 
accelerated by the developments on 
the battlefield. If it had not been for 
\Germany’s manufacturing resources, 
rigorously developed under a system 
of protection, the Teutonie allies could 
not have held a world at bay. It will 
[b> England’s aim when the war ends 
to stimulate by the same methods its 
manufacturing industries and refrain 
as much as possible from contributing 
to the industrial power of a possible 
enemy. 

“The British tariff commission has 
recently reported on the new indus- 
trial conditions which the war has 
brought vividly tc public attention. 
Interviews with” many cusiness men 
revealed a general disinclination ‘to 
embark on new trade ventures or en- 
large present ‘plants unriess some 
guarantee was afforded that they 
would be given some form of ade- 
quate protection. As one of the manu- 
facturers put it, ‘When the war is 
over, should the Germans be able to 
start business again, with the great 
artificial protection they have enjoyed, 
that is to say, the protection of the 
home market, we do not .ee how they 
can fail to take our trade away from 
us again.’ Another firm declared: ‘We 
should not dream of spending capital 


‘to capture German trade in the ab- 


gence of any form of protectioi.’ Ap- 
parently ho reliance is placed upon a 
national boycott supported by an 
g@roused patriotic sentiment, for the 
opinion is expressed that ‘the English 
buyer would buy from his bitterest 
‘enemy if he could save sixpence a 
week,’ The prevailing view among 
British. manufacturers seems to be 
that ‘those who now embark money 
for the advancement of British indus- 
try should have some safeguard 
against the renewal of dumping and 
undercutting.’ : 

“Impetus to the protectionist drift 


comes, 100, from unexpected quarters. | 


The minister of ‘munitions, David 
Lioyd-George, in his eloquent plea for 
an increased output of needed munt- 
tions and supplies has employed many 
exhortations familiar to protectionists. 
In a recent speech he said: ‘If the 
profits of our manufacturers are too 
high in some cases, that can be recti- 
fied, but at the worst it is not so grave. 
an evil as the sending of orders to 
neutral countries when by so doing 
‘we send money out of our own country 
and reap none of the benefits. Profits 
which English manufacturers and 
workers -miake will be spent among 
Englishmen, while profits Americans 
make are altogether lost to this coun- 
try.’ This sounds very much like 
the tariff argument frequently heard 
fn this country and sometimes attri- 
buted to Lincoln, though in reality it 
was Robert G. Ingersoll’s summary 
in his own words. of Lincoln’s tariff 
views: ‘If we purchase a ton of steel 
rails from Kingland for twenty dollars, 
then we have the rails and England 
the money. But if we buy a ton of 
steel rails from an American, then 
America has both the rails and the 
money," 

“Premier Asquith is another who 
has unexpectedly dealt heayy blows 
zt cherished theories of Cobdenism. 
On July 28 he teld the House of Com-. 
mons that it vas part of Britain’s 
duty ‘to finance the whole conduct of 
the war,’ and added, ‘we cannot do 
thgt if we, continue to import and to 
increase our indebtedness to other 
countries, and unless we maintain our 


freat manufacturing industries.’ Over 


400 years ago George Washington, also 
at a time of national crisis, volced 
a similar scntiment. ‘The safety and 
‘Interest of a free people,’ he said, ‘re- 
quire that they should promote-such 
industries as would render em in 
tal, particularly " amblstay, suppliés.’ 
Out of the same trying _ experience 
James Morroe declaréd that he was 
‘satisfied, whatever may be the ab- 
ptract doctrine in favor of free trade, 
that additional protection should be 


afforded to those articles which are’ 


connected with the independence vf 
the country.’ 

“If the present tendency toward 
protection in Great Britain reaches 
full fruition in legislation, some future 
British premier can say, as James A, 
Garfield ecid of the United States: 
‘Protection has made us industrially 
independent with a steady, healtys 
growth!"
